Decrepit Labourers. « 

In all parts of the’ world where 
there is abundant and more or 
tess cheap industrial man-power 
one meets with the problem 
of sweated [sbour, and in the Esst, 
particularly, there is the matter 
of the employment of decrepit 
labour.” Here, in Hongkong, we 
sre nos likely ever to be free from 
this aspect of the labour question. 
One often wonders what sya:erm 
of weeding-out the Iw is able to 
enforce in the Colony. Afos: of 
the chair coolies appear to be 
very fit—thes have to ba in order 
to carry on their work—but there 
are ricksha pullers one meeta with 
occasionally who are obviously 
too decrepit. either through age 
or disease, to continue their ave- 
cation forlong. Again, one mects 
with aged Chinese women or girls 
with their backs bent to a prema- 
ture stoop, toting slong the 
road=, on the lower levels and or 
the Peak, carrying heavily loaded 
baskets, their progress being in 
stages orspetms. There must be 
a great deal of loss of time and 
effisiency in the employment of 
such labour. Bntis there a teal 
remedy? We can feel nothing 
but pity for these: miserable 
wrecks of bumanity, who perhaps. 
are Sarely able to keep up a 
hand-to-mouth existence until 
they can struggle on uo further 
in life’s battle. Apparently the 
East is not sufficiently advanced 
for the institution. of the equival- 
ents .of. workhouses.and old age 
pensions, These would give bet- 
ter prospects to as labourer’s 
eeclining years than the homes 
for decrepits which our charity is 
sometimes able to provide for the 
broken toilers of this part of the 
world,
